MINISTRT OP DTOSniT HSOBOANIZED 


Accordlag to Minleter of Indus ■cry, 0. KLlasent, the reorguiizatloii of 
the Mini P'fcry of Industry vill strengthen Industry and hasten -the prcgress 
toward BocialiBtti. As t. i’esiat of the reorganization, about 35D peraoiis will 
leave the B-STnlatry of Industry for product I to labor. Half 0 .I theit are already 
working In xiev positions, or have left. The remainder will be assured of work 
conslstent-vlth ■their capabilities, and will be paid according to merit. 

Under the reorganization of iiiduatiy, idilch is to be comple-l/ed thid year 
if possible, ■the previous managemen^ts of s'bate enterprises will be abolishsdo 
In accoroance with a plan which is -bo be worked out by the general xoanagements, 
■the burden of direction and responsibility will be transferred to new s-ta-te 
enterprises, idiioh will be dlrec-tad by responsible maiiagers. The basis of these 
new state en^terprlsca vill be the main production plants, to vhich branch or 
auxiliary plcnts of the same type ■will bo et^bached, even though they may be 
geographically dls-tant. In each case, the units will be productively homogeneous 
and substantleaiy saaller than ■the previous state onterprleeB. Over them will 
be only the general managements, which will be a direct part of ■the Ministry 
of Industiy; substantially, ■their activity will be llml’t#;! to planning Bxd 
checking on how the factories fulfill -the plan. By ■this moans, superfluous 
duplication will be elimlna^ted and the Intermediate organizations will be a 
abolished . 

The motel Indiiatiy alorw will be divided into four general managements- 
heavy machinery, precision machinery, light '^metal Indus-try, and pr^uctlon of 
aircraft and vehicles. 

The reorganization in *the Ministry of Industry means prlaarlly that -the 
previous 11 production departments will be abolished, and. their functions will 
be ■tedcen over by -the general managements. The latter will be formed into four 
groups, which will be headed by deputy minls^ters. The first group will consist 
of mines /chemica} industry, and power j it will beheaded by Engineer Svatopluk 
Beda. The second production group will consist of me'ballurgy euil 'the mental 
Industry, emd will be dlrec-bed for -the time being by Mlnls-tcT ELimentr The
